Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

I. Figures 1-17. 

II. Figures 18-19. 

III. The blade bodies and the end ring 43 integrally molded and the end ring 45 
molded as a separate member (page 21 , lines 20-21) and the blade bodies 5 1 and the end ring 45 
integrally molded and the end plate 43 molded as a separate member (page 21, lines 26-27). 

IV. The blade bodies 5 1 and the end plate 43 and the end ring 45 integrally molded, 
and just the blade covers 61 attached to the blade bodies 51 by fitting the blade covers 61 into the 
blade bodies 51 (page 21, lines 28-30). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
